Invpiition, and th(!ir us« is confined lo 
-America still. They are tnaniifactured 
by machinery in New F^nj^land. and put 
lip in boxes of one tlinu-iand each, re- 
tail at ten cents a tliou--;ind and wiiole- 
siilo at five cODte. Fiv*^ cents for one 
thou<-and clean. Rorvi('cable to ^thpicks 
is so trivial a cost that the picks a'e no 
longer considered a luxury. On the 
contrary, thev are givc^n awav at every 
hotel, restaurant and free-lunch counter 
in the city. Hotels keep boxes of them 
constantly npon their office oouutcrs. 
and ail may he'p themselves as thcv 
please. In ordinary times, hotels like 
the Southei'n, Limlell and Lacle le re- 
<)uire a box about every two days, or 
five hundred a day. Some of the larger 
restaurants use over a box a dav. In- 
deed, any establishment that sets out i 
live h injlretl mc ils a day will requiro^j 
one thousand piokn for the same time, 
as customers will average two apiece.
